Atomic Furnace Produces Electrical Energy 


AEC Reveals 
Success With 
Experiments 


Oak Ridge Tests an 
Important Milestone' 
For Atom Researchers 


OAK RIDGE, Tenn.-(^)— 


The Atomic Energy commis 
sion today announced success 
ful electric production from a 
new-type atomic furnace. I 
called the development "an 
important milestone" in the 
search for economical, atom 
generated electric power. 


The commission said a Feb. 
2* 


experiment at the Oak Ridge Na 
tional Laboratory produced 
15 


kilowatts of electricity—enough to 
serve 50 homes of average, five 
room size. 


New .Kcactor 


Generating the power was a new 


type of nuclear reactor known as 
a "homogeneous reactor." It oper 
ates on a single, uranium-contain 
ing solution. 


The reaction of the uranium in 


the solution generates heat, and to 
produce electricity the hot solution 
is passed through a boiler to ere 
ate steam which, in turn, drives a 
turbine 
which 
generates 
eleo 


tricity. 


Atomic plants have producec 


power before. But the homogene- 
ous reactor at Oak Ridge, the AEC 
said, "is the first to operate at a 
temperature and power enough for 
production of steam to run a stand- 
ard industrial turbine-generator." 


Long Way to Go 


The announcement made clear 


there is a long way to go before 
atomic-produced 
electricity could 


be generated cheaply enough to 
compete with the 
commercially 


produced power. 


Cost of .building the reactor was 


listed at $1,100,000, plus another 
three million dollars for research 
and development. The Oak Ridge 
laboratory is operated for the AEC 
by the Union Carbide and Carbon 
Corp., whose scientists under Dr. 
J. A. Swartout made the successful 
operation after a 2^6 year effort.

Held Outdoors 


The funeral lasted and hour and 


a half and took place outdoors in 
windy Red Square with the tern 
perature around 12. Somber music 
by a band of 750 pieces set tha 
tone. Stalin's body—he died Thurs 
day at the age of 74 after a brain 
hemorrhage—was brought from the 
Hall of Columns, set down before 
Soviet leaders come to praise him 
and then gently placed in the Lenin 
mausoleum. 


Speaking beside the- bier of the 


dead leader of world communism, 
Malenkov declared in ringing tones 
that the Soviet Union desires in- 
ternational co-operation and busi- 
ness ties with all countries, and 
that the chief task of his govern- 
ment is to prevent a new world 
war. 


Calls For 


Malenkov called on the Soviet 


people, also, for an "tmcompro 
mising struggle against external 
and internal enemies." It is their 
"sacred duty," he told the Rus- 
sians, to "strengthen the Soviet 
armed forces and maintain their 
readiness against enemy attacks.' 


His words were echoed by his 


chief deputy premier, Laventi P. 
Beria, who said the Soviet soldiers 
"have modern equipment and are 
able to ward off any aggression." 


Stalin's coffin was moved on a 


gun carriage to the flower-banked 
Red Square from the Hall of Col- 
urns of the House of Trade Unions, 
where it had lain in state since 
Friday the day after his death. 


Throng Silent 


A vast throng stood silent as 


military bands 
played 
Chopin's 


Funeral March and the cortege 
made its slow way to the rostrum 
at the mausoleum. On the rostrum 
were party and government lead- 
ers, top Communists from Russia's 
allies—including Chinese Commu- 
nist Premier Chou En-lai, and dip- 
lomatic representatives. 


At noon, the hour of interment, 


every steam whistle in the Soviet 
Union blew for five minutes and 
the big cities across the country 
rocked with artillery salutes in 
Stalin's memory. 


Then, as the nation's leaders re- 


turned to the platform, troops of 
the Moscow garrison and of the 
funeral cortege marched past the 
mausoleum, paying last honors. 


Plan Shrine 


The bodies of Lenin and Stalin 


will lie in the mausoleum until 
construction of a vast new pan- 
theon — a shrine of Communist 
"immortals" — is built for them 
and for other dead Soviet leaders. 


Malenkov's oration was his first 


pronouncement of his new govern- 


ment's program. He said he sup- 
ports the doctrine of Lenin and 
Stalin that capitalist and Socialist 
countries can long live in peaceful 
"coexistence 
a n d 
competition" 


with one another. 


He called also for the further 


strengthening of the Soviet state 
and 
its armed 
forces, 
and of 


friendship between the Soviet na- 
tionalities, with Communist China, 
and with the "peoples' democra- 
cies" allied with the Soviet Union. 


Demands Unity 


The new Premier 
demanded 


party unit'on the home front and 
an "implacable" struggle against 
internal and foreign enemies. 


"The 
Soviet U n i o n protects 


peace, is against war and is for 
friendly relations with peoples," he 
asserted. "The peoples want peace. 
We must avert bloodshed and se- 
cure peace. We must avert war 
and live in peace with all coun- 
tries. 
We consider the policy of 


peace among all nations is correct 
and proper." 


Malenkov concluded: 
"We have everything needed to 


build a Communist society. 


"No force exists in the world to 


arrest our advance to communism. 


"Farewell—our dear leader.

Eisenhower Era Now 
Begins, He Declares 
At UN News Confab 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 


_(/P)_Tj. S. Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles said 
today the death of Stalin had 
increased the world's chance 
of oeace. 


Dulles, in his first news confer- 


ence at the U. N. since becoming 
Secretary of State, said 
Stalin's 


death, however, would not bring 
any changes in U. S. policy. 


He said the U. S. would continue 


to follow the course it has in the 
cold war, but that, 
with Stalin 


dead, that course would have more 
chance of success. 


He-told a group of correspond- 


ents representing 
countries from 


all over the world that Stalin had 
put a damper on man's aspirations 
for peace and the enpoyment of hu- 
man rights, and said he doubted 
any successor to the Red dictator 
would have the prestige to do so 
as effectively. 


Kenioves Obstacle 


' Dulles said the death of Stalin 
had removed a very serious obsta- 
cle to the realization of the peace- 
ful aims set forth in the U. N! 
charter and those countries sup- 
porting those aims 
could 
now 


achieve success and greater reali« 
bation of .U. N. aims. These views 
were given in response to ques- 
tions. 


"The Eisenhower era begins as 


the Stalin era ends,' he said in a 
prepared statement. 
'. 


"For 10 years the 
world 
has 


been dominated by the malignant 
power of Stalin. He capitalized on 
the prestige which was won by the 
Red defenders of Stalingrad, and 
when the Red armies moved into 
Eastern Europe, Stalin used them 
to establish his Communist satel- 
lite regimes. 
In 
Asia, 
Stalin's 


plans, laid 25 years ago, achieved 
a dramatic success 
through- the 


Communist civil war which brought 
450 million Chinese under Stalin's 
sway. 


Eisenhower Era - 


"Now Stalin is dead. He cannot 


bequeath to anyone his prestige. 


"As Stalin dies, General Eisen- 


hower, the man

Western Europe, has become pres- 
ident of our great republic, with a 
prestige unmatched in history.. A 
new tra begins, one in which the 
guiding spirit is liberty, not en- 
slavement, and when human rela- 
tions will be those of fraternity, 
not one man domination.

Allies Tighten Sea Blockade 


WASHINGTON -i/R—The United States and Britain today planned 


.o seek prompt help of other fre.e nations in tightening an economic 
blockade against ocean shipments of war—useful goods to Communist 
China. 


The first move, informants said, 


will be taken through a secret in- 
ternational group which has head- 
quarters in Paris and which is con- 
cerned with preventing the flow of 
strategic goods into Communist 
countries. Members of this group 
ire American and European na- 
ions and Japan. Its existence is 
known unofficially but its opera- 
ions are secret.

British Foreign Secretary An- 


thony Eden and Secretary of State 
Dulles, winding up a round of po- 
litical and economic talks here 
Saturday, announced new steps, 
primtuily by Britain, to disrupt 
maritime shipments of strategic 
goods to the Chinese Reds.

The export of ma- 
terials of this kind from Britain 
has long, been banned. 


Block Supplies 


Eden also told Dulles the British 


government has decided to make 
certain that no Russian ships or 
ships of any oilier nationality car- 
rying strategic cargoes to China 


should be refueled or supplied in a 
British port. 


The third point Dulles and Eden 


agreed upon was that "the U. S. 
and British governments will con- 
cert their efforts to secure the co> 
operation of other maritime and 
trading nations in the measures 
designed to exclude the shipments 
of strategic material to the main- 
land of China." 


The agreement will nick but not

Railroads Now 
Hold Own With 
Truck Fleets 


By SAM DAWSOX 


NEW YORK (JJ- The railroads 


appear to some observant Chicago 
bankers to be holding their own 
now with their competitors in the 
percentage of the nation's freight 
business they carry. 


The Northern Trust Company of 


Chicago, in its March comment on 
business, gives much credit for 
this reversal in trend to the eight 
billion dollars worth of new rail 
equipment and track improvement 
since the war, and also to some 
improved operating practices by 
the roads. 


For a time after the war the 


fast growing truck fleets, pipelines, 
the inland waterway carriers, and 
even the freight-toting airlines had 
the railroads on the sagging end. 


Rails carried 69 per cent of inter- 


city freight traffic in 1945, and only 
59 per cent in 1950. 


Xow "Stabilized" 


The bank thinks that "in the last 


two years the railroad's share of 
freight traffic, excluding pipelines, 
has stabilized and perhaps im- 
proved slightly." The truckers and 
others may question the bank's 
findings, but there is one sure 
thing: 


Net income after taxes last year 


was the best for the railroads for 
any year since war-time. The gains 
are carrying over into 1953. The 
Association of American Railroads 
reports tHat net income in January 
was up 38 per cent over the first 
month of 1952. 


Higher Rates Help 


Higher freight rates are a major 


help. The association reports that 
freight rates are now 79 per cent 
!iigher than in 1939, but points out 
that wages have gone up 143 per 
cent. 


Another reason for the revenue 


jain, says Association President 
William T. Faricy, is that the 
transportation output of the aver- 
age freight train—that is, output 
measured in" tons moved one mile 
n one hour—is now 40 per cent 
greater than it was 10 years- ago, 
and twice as great as it was 20 
fears ago. 


The bank also notes that the 


rails have been saving on taxes 
hrough accelerated amortization 
of equipment. Their tax bills, how- 
ever, totalled l',i billion dollars 
ast year, highest since 1943-44.

"Only one half of once per cent 


of the hogs in the nation are gar 
bage fed, yet that tiny percentage 
is a real threat to the 21 billion 
dollar pork industry and the entire 
agricultural economy," the spokes 
man said. 


The spokesman said a survey 


showed eight states already have 
acted to control raw garbage feed- 
ing, 13 more have the necessary 
laws on their books and most of 
the other states are considering 
enacting such legislation.

Power Itself Is the Weakness of the 


Communist Delusion 


As the world looks back now upon Joseph Stalin's long 


chronicle of tyranny, some men will rise and say his greatest 
crime was that he corrupted a "good faith"—the origina 
Communism of the Soviet pioneers. 


These are the men who do not understand the nature of 


totalitarianism. These are the men who, though they may 
have consciously rejected communism, still find themselve 
subconsciously captivated by the ideals of cooperation for 
human betterment which it professes. 


This lingering attraction blinds them to the fact that 


communism never was a good faith. 


It never was a good faith because it inevitably had tc 


sanction violence in the enforcement of the "cooperation" 
it exalted. When the government runs the country's whole 
life, it cannot tolerate for long any marked interference with 
its plans. If a plan is to work, it must be accepted by all 
There is no room for dissenters.

Communism never was a good doctrine, furthermore, 


because it called for the concentration of power in the hand 
of a few—acting in the name of all. Yet it took no account 
of how power inescapably corrodes the souls and hearts of 
men. 


This is the great central weakness. It ignores the reali- 


ties of the human quest for power that marks the affairs of 
men under all governments, free or slave. 


Communism cannot operate without rigid control by a 


tight nucleus of men. That control means colossal power. 
And that power always becomes itself the great prize blot- 
ting out visions of a bettered human society. 


In Russia, if Stalin had not seized this power, Trotsky 


or Kamenev or some other would have. It was not just Stalin 
as such who corrupted. The Communist system corrupts 
itself.

This must be .grasped if many men in the world today 


are to brush away the last shining* fragments of a once glow- 
ing delusion. They must understand that the Communist 
dream turns to ashes that moment when it leaves men's 
minds and enters the realm of action. 


In the play, "Darkness at Noon," based on the celebrated 


novel by Arthur Koestler, a typical Communist jailer-execu- 
tioner comes to take an old Red revolutionary to the gal- 
lows for "confessed" crimes against the state. He allows 
the man a last word. 


Beginning his reply, the revolutionary puts his hand on 


the jailer's shoulder and says: "My son . . . " The jailer 
thrusts his hand off and blurts: "I'm not your son!" 


Then the revolutionary says sadly: "Oh yes, you are. 


That's the horror of it. 


Thus, eloquently, he reveals communism's heart. Writ- 


ten in humanity's name, it is a doctrine which leads men un- 
avoidably to the raked use of power for the destruction of 
humanity. 


Opposition for I Is Own Sake 


Senators Humphrey of Minnesota and Kerr of Okla- 


homa, to mention only two, have now given the nation it;

Jacoby on Bridge 


Use Dummy's Ace, Win First Spade 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


After North's raise in today's 


hand, South counts 16 points in 
high cards, 2 points for the single- 
ton, and 1 point for the fifth heart. 
(When your suit has been raised 
by your partner, you may count 1 
point extra for each card over four 
in the trump suit.) 


With a count of 19 points, South 


needs only 7 points from North to 


a game. North has already 
bid 
promised about that much for his 
raise to two hearts, so South bids 
the game without further ado. 


The play for the game contract 


is simple, but worth looking at. If 
South draws 
three 
rounds of 


trumps after winning the first trick 
with the ace of spades, he will lose 
his game contract. No matter how 
he struggles, he will then wind up 
losing three diamonds and a club. 


Nothing can prevent the loss of 


the three diamond tricks, but South 
can prevent the loss of a club. If 
each opponent has three clubs, de- 
clarer's last club will be good. If 
the clubs are 4-2, or worse, how- 
ever, South must plan to ruff his 
low club in dummy. 


For this reason the correct line 


of play is to win the first spade 
with dummy's ace, draw exactly 
two rounds of trumps, and then 
proceed to lay down the three top 
clubs! If both opponents can fol- 
low to all three rounds of clubs. 
South can then draw a third trump 
and cash his last club. 


If the clubs fail to break evenly, 


South must hope that the player 
with the long clubs will also have 
the last trump. 


In this case South's hope is re- 


warded. He gets away with his 
three top clubs and can ruff his 
last dub in dummy. He therefore 
succeeds in making his game con- 
tract. 


What would happen if one of the 


opponents had only two clubs but 
three trumps? In that case, the 
opponent would trump the third 
high club, and South would be de- 
feated. No other line of play could 
make the contract, however, so 
South loses nothing by making his 
best attempt.

Foreign Travel 
Hears Talk by 
Alice Watson 


Foreign Travel club members 


were entertained Thursday eve- 
ning at Loveland Cmmunity House 
with a travel talk by Mrs. Alice 
Watson.' ' 


The speaker has recently re- 


turned from a three year stay in 
Germany where she was instructor 
in a school for children of the 
American Army of Occupation. 
During her vacation she visited 
most of the countries of Western 
Europe, and just before her return 
home made an unusual trip, ac- 
companied by two other young 
women. The trip was on a freighter 
that traversed the Mediterranean, 
Red, and Arabian Seas. Sight-see- 
ing for the few passengers carried 
on the freighter was determined by 
the length of time required for 
loading or unloading cargo at the 
various ports of call. 


In Algiers there was time to visit 


the beautiful French section of the 
city, the native streets of the Kas 
bah, and to drive to a distant vil 
lage where the young women ex> 
perimented in riding camels. They 
were permitted 
to enter Jugo 


Slavia, going as far into the in 
terior as the town of Zagreb. They 
saw a primitive 
country, poor 


market places, dirt roads, no autos, 
and a somberly dressed people. 
One picture taken by Mrs. Watson 
is of the Red Square in Zagreb 
where the Red Communistic Star, 
and banners praising Marshal Tito 
are prominently displayed. 


At Beirut, Lebanon, the group 


lacked passports for entrance but 
through the kindness of an English 
speaking Lebanese 
official who 


took them in his car they were en- 
abled to make a tour of the city 
and to see famous Beirut College. 
They were 'forbidden to take pic 
tures in Alexandria because the 
Egyptian navy was assembled near 
the harbor. After passing through 
Suez Canal they stopped at Fort 
Sudan, now frequently mentioned 
in press dispatches owing to dis- 
pute between Egypt and Great 
Britain as to the future political 
status of the Sudan. 


They suffered from heat while 


crossing the Red Sea where the 
temperature frequently rose to 115 
degrees. In the ports they visited 
in Arabia they saw veiled Moslem 
women, and men in flowing robes. 
Saud Arabia, enriched by oil wells, 
was full of expensive American 
made automobiles. They were told 
that upkeep of autos is so poorly 
understood there that if a car de- 
velops even minor trouble it is 
hauled out to the desert and its 
owner buys himself another new 
Cadillac or Packard. In all the 
Near-East there is enormous dis- 
crepancy between the rich and the 
poor; the former live in the great- 
est of luxury, the latter are housed 
in hovels and dressed in rags. 


It was during the season of 


Ramadan, that they visited Arabia, 
when for 30 days Moslems may nol 
eat, drink, nor smoke between sun- 
rise and sunset; because of this 
excessive fasting many of them are 
nervous and irritable, 
and 
the 


tourists saw some exciting street 
incidents. There were in many of 
the ports ships loaded with the 
poorer class of Moslems who were 
on their way to Mecca, making the 
Hajj or religious pilgrimage to that 
city. All devout Moslemis endeavor 
to make this pilgrimage at least 
once in a lifetime and the very poor 
travel in painful circumstances. 
They are packed in the ships like 
cattle, given only squatting space 
on the decks, and furnished with 
scarcely any sanitary accomoda- 
tions. 


The last port of call 
of 
the 


freighter was Karachi, India, now 
an important air port. At Karachi 
Mrs. Watson boarded ,a west bound 
plane and flew home to Chicago. 
Her talk was illustrated with ex- 
cellent pictures taken in the places 
she visited.

The brutal slayings of two small 
girls, one 8 and the other 5, haunt- 
ed this country community- today 
with a sex-mad killer possibly on 
the loose. 


The bodies of the two girls, who 


lived at a school for under-privi- 
lodged children here, were found 
Sunday night in a snow-covered 
wooded area near the school. 


One girl had been stabbed; the 


other had received a savage blow 
at the back of the head. A doctor 
said there was evidence that both 
had been the victims of sex at- 
tacks. 


The slain children were Marjorie 


Boudrcau, 8, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred Boudreau. of Statcn Is- 
land. New York City, and Esther 
Nagey, 5, whose father, Brown 
Nagey. is a plumber and lives in 
the Bronx. He' is a widower. 


Father Prostrated 


Nagey, at his home, was over- 


come by grief. Neighbors told 
newsmen he had sent Esther to 
the school— The Lakeside School, 
maintained and operated by The 
Edwin Gould Foundation for Chil- 
dren—because he feared she would 
be injured while playing in the 
city's streets. 


Staten Island police notified Bou- 


drcau, a bulldozer operator, and 
his wife. Police said the Boudreaus 
had several children and that Bou- 
dreau currently is free on $1,000 
bail on a charge of threatening his 
wife wkh a rifle last Feb. 25. 


State Police reported today they 


had questioned all the boy and girl 
students in the school, ranging in 
age from 5 to 18, and the staff, 
including about 10 male employes. 


Seen At 4 p.m. 


Marjorie and Esther were last 


seen about the school at 4 p.m., 
police said, when they reportedly 
left the playground to go to a wash- 
room. They were missed about an 
hour later when they failed to re- 
port on schedule at their sleeping 
quarters prior to the evening meal. 


Teachers and the elder boys at 


the school started to search the 
woods around the institution while 
other searching parties were or- 
ganized by Ramapo Township, po- 
lice, state police and firemen. A 
bloodhound aided the hunt. 


About 5:30 p.m. Marjorie's body 


was found by students in the woods 
just off a side road. The spot is 
about a half mile from the school. 


Marjorie's skull was fractured. 


Police said she apparently had 
been struck with a rock.

WASHINGTON—<ff>—Sen. McCar. 


thy (R-Wis) said today his Senate 
Investigating Committee has been 
informed that 45 ships on which 
the United States holds mortgages 
have engaged in trade with' Red 
China. 


He said 51 other ships on which 


the U. S. has mortgages "have 
traded behind the Iron Curtain" 
in Europe. 


McCarthy announced that the

that the 96 ships in question were 
sold by the Maritime Commission 
and that this country holds mort- 
gages on them in the amount of 
25 million dollars.

Statistics Lacking 


Statistics on the effectiveness of 


the vests are incomplete, but Hays 
said he had heard reports of only 
one fatality in nine wounded among 
those wearing vests, and added, 
"When the figures are in we ex- 
pect the ratio to be about 1 in 6, 
perhaps 1 in 7." 


Of all casualties sent home from 


Korea, those suffering psychoneu- 
iotic breakdowns account for only 
4 per cent, compared with 22 to 23 
per cent invalided home after such 
breakdowns during World War II, 
he said. 


"The number of breakdowns pro- 


portionately is about the same for 
all three wars—World War I, World 
War II and Korea, but we have 
been able to do much better in 
the field in Korea, and the num- 
ber sent home is far less than be- 
fore." 


Each Has Psychiatrist 


In Korea, each division has a 


psychiatrist, assisted by the bat- 
talion surgeons, the general said. 
Two-thirds of the breakdown cases 
are rehabilitated and returned to 
duty without leaving the division. 


"Early in the Korea fighting we 


evacuated breakdown cases by air 
to hospitals where there were clean 
sheets and attentive nurses," Hays 
said. "There we screened out the 
less serious cases and sent them 
to another hospital which 
was 


more like a barracks, without the 
tender care ot pretty nurses. 


"Now we have reversed this pro- 


cedure. We send such cases first 
to the barracks-like hospital, where 
.he men associate with troops pre- 
paring to go back into battle, and 
we screen out the more serious 
cases. Only the latter go to the 
hospitals with nico white sheets 
and gentie nurses. This way we get 
a better percentage of return to 
duty."

Polio Serum 


NEW YORK <!?)— The National 


Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
announced an agreement with Ar- 
mour Laboratories Sunday where- 
by the firm's Kankakee, 111., plant 
will produce 60,000 average doses 
of gamma globulin a month by 
this summer. 


Gamma globulin, a fraction of 


human blood, is used as protection 
against polio. 


Basil O'Connor, president of the 


foundation, said the 
agreement 


gives the foundation space and 
personnel at Armour's new frac- 
tionating plant. It is located on a 
175-acre, mile-long tract bctwe"en 
U. S. Route 51 ana the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad, just north of Brad- 
ley, near Kankakee. 


O'Connor said the gamma glo- 


oulin will be processed from blood 
donated to the Red Cross. The 
foundation is providing $423.000 for 
special machinery and equipment. 


The plant will have twice the 


production capacity of Armour's 
Fort Worth, Tex., plant which is 
under contract to the Red Cross 
for processing human blood. 


Armour said production is sched- 


uled to start May 1 and will go at 
a 24-hour-a-day, seven-day week 
schedule.
